Why State Should Build Depot 


PARTY RETURNED: YESTERDAY 
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Report to Legislatyre Mi Add to Ar- 
gument for’ Nr Stato, 
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PROPERTY GETS FULL INSPECTION 


at Chattanooga Had Brought 
About a Depreciation There 
in the Value of the 
Terminal Property. 


The sub-committee from the Western 
and Atlantic committees of the senate and 
house appointed to inspect the state road, 
together with the terminal property of 
the state in Chattanooga, returned to 
Atlanta at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing after completing its mission. 

_The report to be submitted to the legis- 
lature, as a result of the inspection, will 
show that the state road and the real es- 


tate in Chattanooga, to which title is held, 
is in good condition, and furthermore 
will contain one of the strongest argu- 
ments yet presented for the immediate 
construction of an adequate depot in At- 
lanta. 

The committee found that the depot 
property in Chattanooga, owned jointly 
by the state of Georgia and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
has depreciated in value throütgh the 
withdrawal of the Sopthern and the con- 
struction of a separate station by that 
railroad. : 

The point of application is, that should 
the state fail to agree to build a new de- 
pot on its property in this city (and more 
than one road now using the depot has 
signified an intention of leaving it unless 
better facilities are provided) che same 
depreciation which affected the state 
property in Chattanooga will be fen in 
Atlantg ‘This will be one of the findings 
of the sub-committee, 

Competition Is Now Reduced. 

Another important point to be brought 
out of the Inspection ig that at present 
competition between the state road and 
its competitor between Atlanta and Chat- 
tanooga is greatly reduced by the use the 
Southern makes of the state road depot in 
this city. The fact will de made clear 
that any advantage the Southern may ac- 
quire under the present arrangement, in 
the oet®petition referred to, the advan- 
tage would be offset by the rental which 
the Southern pays the lessee road for its 
use of the Atlanta depot. In case the 
Southern withdraws from the depot, then 
the committee is of the opinion that the 
potent advantage @nijioved by the state 
road will be lost and the effect of compe- 
tition will be strongly felt. 

The visit to Chattanooga and the find- 
ings made by the committee only served 
to convince the members more strongly 
than ever that it is the duty of the state 
to profit by the experience in Chattanoo- 
ga and _ every step to preserve the 
full value of the depot property in this 
city. 

Inspection a Thorough One. 

The trip to Chattanooga Saturday morn- 
ing Was made by the sub-committee in a 
private train provided by the Western and 
Atlantic road and stops were made wher- 
ever the members desired to make an 
inspection. The bridges, trestles and 
roadbed of the Western and Atlantic were 
inspected with cautioggpd found to de in 
excellent condition. * 7

state owns extensive real estate adjacent 
to ‘the depot, including a block of store- 
houses, a four-story building and a va- 
cant lot fronting 16 feet on Market 
street, all of the property was given a 
thorough inspection.

Bank Examiner Tucker today took pos- 
session of the German National bank, at 
Newport, Ky., and posted a notice that 
the bank would remain closed pending 
an examination. 

Examiner Tucker also announced un- 
oMolally that Frank M. Brown, the in- 
dividual bookkeeper and assistant cash- 
ler, was missing and that A ‘partial in- 
veatigation showed that Brown was short 
about $301,000. Brown had been with the 
bank eighteen years, was one of the most 
trusted men ever connected with the old 
bank, and it is stated by the experts that 
his operations extend back as far as ten 
years. 

The capital stock of the, Dank is cnly 
$100,000. Brown's alleged shortage is dou- 
ble that amount, and more than the re- 
serve and all the assets, including the 
real estate. While Alvord got away with 
$700,000 in New York, he did it in a large 
bank, but Brown did not. have so much 
to go on and seems to have gone the-full 
limit for a small bank in a city of less 
than 30,000 inhabitants. The First Na- 
tional bank, of Newport, was wrecked 
two years ago by Cashier Youtsey, and 
now, with the German National closed,

Brown, it Is alleged, was living a fast 
life with wine, women and gambling. 
His career was not cut short by any dis- 
covery at the bank till a jealous woman 
gave him away. Brown is a widower 
with cnc son, aged ten years, who lives 
with Brown's father, Paris C. Brown, ex- 
mayor of Newport, and one of the lead- 
ing buseincas men of Cincinnat!, Last 
summer Brown vialted Yellow Stone 
park and a certain Cincinnati woman 
wanted to accompany him, but this was 
denied her. When she ascertained some 
time afterward that another woman was 
with Brown on his western tour the C!n- 
cinnati woman gave the bank officials 
some information that brought about the 
crisis. The only farewell letter that 
Brown is known to have left was to this 
woman, whose apartments are on Ninth 
street, in Cincinnatl;-and in this letter 
he admits that he had secured about all 
that he could get and that the time had 
come to say farewell. : 

Brown was a great poker player, with 
the limit, it is said, never too high and he 
had been a plunger on horse races for 
years. His bets on the horses, it is 41- 
leged, were frequently too high for the 
poolrooms in Covington, Ky., and he hai 
brokers in both Chicago and New York.

Statement of an Eye Witness to the 
Trouble There on the 11th. 

Adrian, Ga., November 17.—(Spectial.)—

At a recent meeting of the resident trus- 
tees of the North Georgia Agricultural 
college, Professor Carl W. Steed was 
elected to the chair of history and eco- 
nomics in this institution, made vacant 
by the resignation of Professor Oscar 
Palmour. Professor Steed, who is at 
present connected with the college at 
Bristol, Va., comes highly qualified for 
filling the department to which he has 
been elected. A graduate of Mercer uni- 
versity, he was for awhile engaged as 
editor of a magazine in Macon, and sub- 
sequently filled the department of Eng- 
lish in Gordon .--.itary institute at 
Barnesville. Professor Steed has taken 
three courses at the University of Chica- 
go, where he took high rank as a scholar 
in his department. He is expected to ar- 
rive and take charge of his department 
about the end of the mouth. His arrive 
al will be welcomed by both faculty and 
students. Since Profes:-r Palmour's 
resignation and departure the classes in 
history gnd economics have been doing 
their work under the other members of 
the faculty, thereby imposing extra work 
on those instructors. 

Professor Palmour resigned his position 
in this college in order to accept a po- 
sition in the faculty of the Georgia Mint 
tary institute at College Park. To pro- 
fessor Palmour, during his connection 
with the college, is due in large measure 
the credit of naving brought the work in 
history and economics to its present dig- 
nity as a diatinct collegiate department. 
His voluntary resignation and departure 
were much regretted by his many friends 
here, who wish him à full measure of 
success in his new field of work. 

The North Géorgia Agricultural col- 
lege has never been in a better equipped 
or more prosperous condition. The many 
new features adaed this year have con- 
tributed greatly to its reputation and to 
ite efficiency in all departments. In the 
new Bostwick hall the college now has a 
well equipped library of about 4,000 stand- 
ard volumes, with a well<furnished read- 
ing room, where the students have access 
to a large number of the best current 
magazines, daily papers and other period - 
ical literature.

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Furter Partials of Tragedy 
at Heardmont, 


NO INQUEST OVER fur zoo 
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Eye Witnsseces Tell About the Fight. 
‘Colonel Mattox, After He Was 
Shot, Rushed at Jones. 
They Grappled and Fell, 
Mattox on Top. 


Elberton, Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
The remains of Colonel W. H. Mattox, 
who was yesterday afternoon killed at 
Heardmont, by his son in law, J. B. Jones, 
Jr., were brought to Elberton last night 
and interred this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
with Masonic rites, services ‘being pre- 
viously held at his late residence by Rev. 
A. . Worley. 

Very little more of the particulars of 
the tragedy have been learned. It is 
stated that after the shooting in which 
Colonel Mattox was wounded twice in the 
breast, he rushed at Mr. Jones and both 
men fell, Colonel Mattox on top. About 
this time Mr. Jones’s pistol was taken 
from him, Colonel Mattox having dropped 
his before making the rush. Suddenly 
Colonel Mattox's face was seen to pale 
and he partially fell and cfawled to one 
side, remarking, “he’s got me,” and then 
expired. 5 

The coroner will nat hold an inquest, 
as there were eye-witnesses to the tragedy 
and he deemed it unnecessaty. Immediate- 
ly after the shooting Mr. Jones came to 
Elberton, and is now at the home of his 
father, where he is suffering from his 
wounds. It is not known what steps, if 
any, will be taken as a result of the 
affair. 
For quite a number of years Colonel 
Mattox has been a prominent figure in 
county and state politics, and has held 
many plac of honor. He was about 
sixty-five-Years old, and leaves, besides 
his wife, two sons and four daughters, 
two of whom are married, one residing 
in Atlanta. All the relatives were sum- 
moned. 

Up until a few years ago when the 
new convict law went into,effect, Colonel 
Mattox was a large planted and owned a 
convict camp near Heardmont, to which 
camp the state sent all female copvicts, 
It was to this camp that the famous Mrs.

DEATH OF MR. JOHN A. BOHLER. 


For Nearly Fifty Years He Was Tax 
Collector of Richmond County. 
Augusta. Ga., November 18.—(Special.)— 
At an early hour this morning Mr. John 
A. Bohler, ex-tux collegtor of Richmond 
county, died at his home in the western 
part of the city. He was one of the best 
known and: moat. popular men in the 
county, and held the office of tax col- 
lector from 186 to 1897, when he volun- 
tarily retired in the interest of his son, 
Charles 8. Bohler, who has held the ot - 


fice since then. He was born in Lincoln 


county in 18%, and came to Augusta when 
he was seventeen. Mr. Bohler waa one 
man who ever refused to abide by the 
patty nomination and won an election in 
Richmond county. At one time, in his 
early political career, a convention was 
packed and another man secured the 
nomination. Mr. Bohler ran independent- 
ly and the péSple spoke their will in the 
matter by electing him with one of the 
largest. majorities he ever received. In 
reconstruction days he was defeated, but 
his opponent could not give bond and 
Judge Bamuel Levy, who was ordinary at 
the time, appointed Mr. Bohler. He 

married three times—to Miss Sarah Frim- 
rose in 1844, to Mrs. Mary A. Murray in 
1888 and to Miss Mamie Murray in 1586.

CZAR NICHOLAS DOING WELL. 


It Is Said That Bulletins Are Re- 
garded as Favorable. 
Livadia, European Russia, November 18. 
Emperor Nicholas, according to the best 
information obtainable this morning. had 
a favorable day yeaterday. He alept for 
rome time and felt at ease. His tempera- 
ture at 8 p. m. was 101.6 and hia pulse 
64. Last night he slept well, and on 


waking this morning was comfortable, . 
‘his head being quite clear. 


At 9 a. m. 
today his temperature was 98.6 and his 
pulse . 

St. Petersburg. November 18.—The Rus- 
sian official world is anxious regarding 
the condition of Emperor Nicholas, but 
there is a feeling of canfidence that re 
will recover. A foreign office official said 
last evening that the bulletins were re- 
garded a favorable. He called attention 
to the distinction between typhus in the 
American sense of the word and typhus 
as understood in Russia, where the terms 
corresponds to typhoid in American ter- 
minology. Typhoid is common, the of- 
ficial pointed out, in all Russian cities, 
owing to the defective hygienic arrange- 
ments, but is not feared in this country 
as it is in the United States. 

„Moreover,.“ continued the official, 'the 
czar’s general health has been good. Per- 
sons who have seen him frequently and 
at close quarters during the last few 
months give no credence to the stories re- 
garding his alleged feebleness. They have 
not observed the slightest indication of 
lingering injury from the saber blow he 
received in Japan. They utterly disbe- 
lieve the assertion, often made abroad, 
that the czar is an epileptic.’ 

Considerable surprise is expressed that 
his majesty should have contracted a 
disease attributed to tainted nourishment. 
It appears, however, that he is impru- 
dent in his diet, does not always follow 
medical direction and often drinks any 
water he can get when walking or driv- 
ing. The possibility of his having con? 
tracted the disease from milk is also con- 
sidered. Yet another source of typhoid 
infection in Russia is quail, there being 
high medical authority for the statement 
that germs have been cultured from 
boiled quails. 

The news of the czar’s illness is grad- 
ually reaching the general populace and 
many sympathetic references to his con- 
dition are heard among the people of 
St. Petersburg. who are apparently great- 
ly attached to the person of the monarch. 
Special prayers for his recovery were 
offered today in the churches of St. Pe- 
tersburg, Moscow and Kharkow.

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TONNAGE EXCEEDS 6,000,000 


American Vessels Almost Wholly 


Confined to Coasting Trade. 


| Commissioner Chamberlain Favors 


' Them—Concentration,. of World’s 
Ship Owning. 


Washington, November 18.—The report 
of Commissioner of Navigation Chamber- 
lain, made public today, says the past 
fiscal year has been the most. prosperous 
period known to American shipping for 
some years. Returns for the current fis- 
cal year promise an even more satisfac- 
tory record. 

For the first time since the civil war 
the document tonnage of the United 
States exceeds 6,000,009 gross tons. On 
June 8, 1900, American’ documented ton- 
nage comprised . vessels of 6,164,539 
gross tons, an increase of 300,000 tons over 
the previous fiscal year. Our maximum 
tonnage was 6,539,813 tons in 1861. Our 
shipping, the report adds, in 1861, was 
larger than Great Britain’s, and nearly 
equalled the British Empires. British 
shipping now amounts to 14,261,000 gross 
tons. 

American vessels are almost wholly 
confined to the coasting trade, which em- 
ployed last year 4,338,146 tons, or more 
than the total tonnage of German and 
France. Our tonnage in the foreign trade 
was only 816,78 tons, and carried last 
year only 9 per cent of our exports and 
imports. A century ago American ship- 
ping registered for foreign trade was 
669,921 tons, while this tonnage now in the 
thirteen original states amounts to 462,- 
907 tons. 

The report save that for serious com- 
petition with foreign nations in the ocean 
carrying trade we are practically re- 
atricted to 97 registered steamships over 
1,000 gona, aggregating 200,22 tons. Single 
foreign steamship corporations own 
greater tonnage. Bealdes these steam- 
ships we have 1 registered nquare rigged 
sall vessels, over 1,000 tons euch, for deep 
sea trade. More than half of these are 
over twenty years old, and as such vee- 


sels disappear their places are hot sup- 


plied by new construction. 

The increase in our shipping during 
the decade was 74,382 tons, of which 
502.53 tons stand to the credit of the 
great lakes. Since 1890 the world's steam- 
ships have increased from 12,985,000 groas 
tons to 22,369,000 tons gross, rail vessela 
havea decreased’ from 9.166.000 tons to 
6,674.000 tons and -the effective carrying 
power of the world’s merchant fleets has 
incréased 60-per cent. 

The most notable change in the world’s 
shipping has ben in the sise of steam- 
— 1 In 1890 there were 218 ocean steam- 
spd of 4,000 tons or over, while now 980 
such steamers aggregating 5,600,000 tons. 
constitute one-fourth of the world’s steam 
tonnage. 

The hulls of © per cent of the world’s 
shipping are now made of steel, compared 
with only 20 per cent in 1890. 

Concentration of the world’s ship own- 
ing has been notable during the decade. 
The thirty principal steamship compa- 
nies of the world own 1,@00\gteamships of 
5,614,000 gross tons (including some ves- 
sels now building), or one-quarter in ton- 
nage and more than one-quarter in carry- 
ing power of the world’s ocean :tcam- 
ships. Of these only nine of 81,000 tons, 
owned by the International Navigation 
Company, are American. , 7

CHINA PROBLEM 
NOT YET SOLVED 


REN — 


Alleged That foreign Envoys 
Show Signs of Weakening, 


CONGER IN DUBIOUS MODE 


He Says It Is Impossible To Foretell 
the Result—Danger of Epidemic 
at Pekin—Boxer Heads on 
Walls of Many Mar- 
ket Towns. 


Pekin, Saturday, November 17.—The 
preliminary note has not yet been pre- 
sented, Its terms are not completed and 
there will probably be a further delay. 
The foreign envoys have reopened the dis- 
cussion of the death penalty for the 
princes and other high officials. It is 


as they have reduced their proposal from 
execution to the severest punishment pro- 
vided by Chinese law, forgetting that 
princes lie beyond the reach of Chinese 
law. , 

Mr. Conger, the United States minister, 
sald today: 

“The situation is apparently very favor- 
able to the early beginning of negotia- 
tions for a preliminary settlement. I be- 
lieve that the next meeting of the foreign 
envoys will virtually settle all points of 
difference between the representatives of 
the powers, who will lose no time in pre- 
senting the demanda, 

“What the result will be it ia {mpoast- 
ble to foretell. Events have placed China 
in a very critical position, Whether she 
will be able to preserve her integrity and 
to save her trade relationa with the rest 
of the world will depend upon what the 
powers demand in the final settlement 
and upon her willingness to ‘accept 
promptly the conditions proposed, 

“It is quite unlikely, if not impossible, 
that the Chinese court will return to Pe- 
kin before next spring, but I do not an- 
ticipate any serious delay in the progress 
of the negotiations with the Chinese com- 
missioners, as they are in telegraphic com- 
munication with the court.“ 

Military operations are virtually at a 
standstill. The German and Itallan ex- 
peditions northward passed through the 
Nan-Kau pass unopposed. . 

Sanitary conditions here are becoming 
gerlous. Since the foreign occupation 
many Chinese have died of smallpox and 
other infectious diseases. | Fearing that 
their funerals would be interfered with, 
they have kept most of their coffins con- 
taining their dead in their houses and 
courtyards. As the natives are forbidden 
to deposit refuse in the streets, there is 
now an enormous accumulation in their 
dwellings and yards, which threatens a 
serious epidemic. In view of the large 
number of troops in and near the capital, 
the consequences of such an outbreak 
would be frightful. Smallpox, which is 
always prevalent, is much more malig- 
nant during the winter season, and the 
danger here is now alarmingly increas- 
ing. : 
At Tien Tsin numerous instances of 
robbery and mistreatment of Chinese by 
European soldiers have been reported to 
the authorities, and since the withdrawal 
of the American contingent of the military 
police of the walled city, lawlessness has 
increased. Much of it is laid at the decor 
of recently arrived troops, but the Chi- 
nese fear of foreigners makes it practi- 
cally impossible to get evidence against 
the perpetrators. The American coolle 
gangs have been robbed several imes 
while returning at night to the native city 
and they assert that the French soldiers 
did it. Now each gang carries a small 
American flag and as far aa reported this 
has afforded them protection.

cial.)—One of the most proginent figures in | 
Alabama today is W.lliam Dorsey Jelks, 
the senator from Barbour county. and 
president of the Alabama senate, Chosen 
as he has been as chief presiding officer 
of the general assembly of Alabama 
at a crisis in the history of the state, his 
personality is most interesting. 

‘The governor-elect of Alabama is ill 
almost unto death. The prevailing im- 
pression is that he will never be able to 
assume the duties of his office. He is a 
great and good man, and the deepest dis- 
tress over his deplorable condition is felt 
from one end of the state to the other. 
His condition at present is such that the 
news that his noble -pirit had taken lis 
fight would not come as a surprise to the 
people who have called him to serve as 
their chief executive.-In the event of his 
death prior to his inauguration there 
seems to be grave doubt as to whether | 
or not the president of the senate will 
succecd him or whether the present gov- 
ernor will continue in office, under the 
constitutional provision that he should 
serve until his successor ia elected and 
qualified. If this question comes up it is ) 
apparent that the courts will have to de- 
cide it. Should the governor-elect, how- 
ever, survive until his Inauguration, the 
title of the office would, under the con- 
stitution and laws of the atate, vest in 
the president of the senate, 

It is, therefore, natural that the people 
of Alabama should at this time feel a 
great interest in Willlam D. Jelks, and 
should desire to know as much as possi- 
ble about his personality and individu- 
ality. 

Mr. Jelks is rather a young man in 
Alabama state politica to the extent that 
he has never been a candidate for any 
office before the people. He is a native of 
Russell county, Alabama, and comes 
from one of the best families in the east- 
ern portion of the state of Georgia, his 
father having moved to Alabama a few 
years before the breaking out of the civil 
war and having served with distinctjon 
as a confederate soldier and officer. W. 
D. Jelks was graduated from Mercer uni- 
versity in the class with Hon, Thomas 
E. Watson, the famous Georgia populist, 
in 1879. He came to Montgomery as a 
very young man and resided here a short 
while, moving from here to Union 
Springs, Ala., where he published and 
edited The Union Springs Herald. About

In the 
old days, when Maine's Big Four was 
so powerful in shaping legislation, it 
might have been possible, had the ef- 
fort Been made, to so cut down the 
ratio as to enable that state,to retain 
its four seats in the house; but it is 
hardly likely that the four states 
which will lose a representative each 
under a 200.000 ratio will be able to 
exert influence enough to have the 
ratio fixed at a smaller figure. 
Of course, if this were done, Georgia 
would gain a congressman, and there 
would necessarily be a general redis- 
tricting. There is not much chance 
of this. however, and the general fea- 
tures of the plan which The Consti- 
tution presents would seem to meet 
all requirements. |

Guiteras. assigns for the customary 
panic is true, one convincing evidence 
being the unusual absence of epidemics 
this summer on our lower coasts. The 
news is a gratifying confirmation of 
the claims of the level-headed element 
which has always discountenanced 
the annual practice of flying into a 
furore over imaginary dangers.

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KELLY KILLED THE OLD MISER. 


Murderer Will Be Hanged at Charies- 
ton on January 4th. 
Charleston, 8. C., November 18.—(S8pe- 
clalj—Jamea Kelly, a negro, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged on January 4th by 
Judge Buchanan in the court of sessions 
today for a crime which was the mast 
revolting knoWn here in years. He was 
convicted of the murder of Willis Bon 
neau, the Mount Pleasant miser, who had 
aaved a can of money through hard years 
of work. The evidence against Kelly 
was so strong that little or no defense 
was put in, and he will pay the penalty 
on the scaffold. ; 
Bonneau, as it was known in his com- 
munity, was the possessor of much silver 
and gold. He kept this securely hidden, 
and for fear of robbers and thieves he 
kept moving it from one hiding place to 
another. He was moving the money one 
day when Kelly asked him to go in the 
swamps and help cut logs. The old man 
accompanied him, and while he was at 
work with his head down toward the 


head was almost severed from the blows 
and bruises. After the crime Kelly took 
the body and concealed it in the swamps. 
To a man in the county jail the mur- 
derer made a confession and told where 
the stolen money was aden. A. party 
was organized and went into the Swamp 
to the location named. Digging under the 
roots of an old tree a tin can was found, 
This contained $96.07, which was buried 
by Kelly after the murder. The other 
meney stolen is supposed to have been 
squandered by Kelly before he was cap- 
tured. 
Kelly had little to say for himself at 
the trial. There will be no interference 
or delay with the sentence, and the mur- 
derer will be hanged at the time /fixed 
by the court. „5

The aver- 
age qualified voter in Mississippi displays 
little or no interest in political contests 
except the state primary, and party pride 
is almost an uaknown quantity. A few 
of the democratic leaders made short 
campaign tours through the state and 
whooped and hurrahed to some extent 
for the ticket, but it resulted in little 
good, and in communities where some de- 
gree of ‘enthusiasm was displayed the 
vote cast was no larger than that of four 
years ago. 

The much boasted of republican display 
of strength failed to make itself appa- 
rent. The total vote cast for presidential 
electors was 61,314, of which the repub- 
licans polled 6,570, or not quite a thousand 
more than that of four years ago. Much 
of this additional showing was drawn 
from the Palmer and Buckner element of 
four years ago who failed to return to 
the fold. The populiat vote shows a very 
decided falling off. Four years ago the 
populista polled 7,330 votes, and at the 
recent election only 1,44 votes were 
polled. It ia very unlikely that the party 
will ever again place a ticket in the 


field. 
Federal Pie. 


The republicans of Mississippi are now 
discussing a plan to divide the state into 
two federal court districts, and it is as- 
sured that a bill proviging for this di- 
vision will be introduced at the coming 
session of congress, but what the fate of 
the measure may be is a matter of con- 
jecture. The matter has been discussed 
for several years, but the attempts at 
consummation have been defeated by rea- 
son of the faet that the federal business 
of.the state has not justified such a step, 
one judge being able to attend to all the 
business and still have plenty of leisure 
time on his hands. Some of the party 
leaders have slated Hon. A. M. Lea, the 
present district attorney, for the new ju- 
dicial berth.

Then the veteran fell to talking about 
the great commander who, for four years, 
with far inferior forces, hurlod back army 
alter rmy into Virginia. 

Gentlemen,“ said the veteran, his eyes 
kindling at the memories of the stirring 
scenes he had witnessed, General Lee 
was not only the best, but he was the 
bravest man I ever knew. His courage 
was not mere insensibility to danger, 
which is the lowest form, but it was that 
higher type born of duty. I have seen 
the great commander in positions where 
his life was not worth a moment's pur- 
chase, but he was as calm and courte- 
ous as if on parade.

“Chill con carne recalls memories of 
Ran Antonio—San Antone ag the Texans 
affectionately call it. San 
more of a Mexican city than an American 
and it is there that chill con carne is 
ma as it is made nc where else short of 
Mexico. 

“San Antonlo—tne business portion I 
mean—is built about a number of plazas, 
the Spanish equivalent for our squares. 
I recall Military plasa, Commercial plaza 
Alamo plaza. On the latter plaza is sit- 
uated the famous convent where Crock- 
ett, Bowie, Travis and those other gal- 
lant souls fought to the death against the 
overwhelming forces of Santa Anna. 

„It is in these plazas that the chili con 
carne venders ply their trade. They never 
appear until after dark. Then whole 
families of Mexicans enter the plasas and 
begin to prepare for business. They in- 
close a square with long tables made of

—and there are many of them—line up 
on the outside of the square and are 
served. Except that it is out of doors 
the scene somewhat resembles a great 
lunch counter.

But I haven't told you yet about chili 
con carne. It is a Spanish phrase and 
means pepper with meat. After eating it, 
as the Mexicans make it, you would think 
that you had been eating pepper alone 
and would be wondering wheré the meat 
came in. 
There are severai little cubes of fleah 
floating about in a sea of red pepper and 
no man can eat it at first without being 
violently afflicted with hiccoughs. But one 
gets to like it in time, and it is sald to be 
very healthy. 

“What sort of meat is used? There you 
are beyond me. The Mexicans say it is 
beef, Dut I have heard Texans assert that 
any sort of meat was used that the Mex- 
icans could get hold of. The Mexicans 
havé a peculiar breed of dom: that are 
perfectly hairless. The canines are 
plump, bench-legged fellows, with blue- 
looking hides, and it was a joke in San 
Antonio that may have had truth in it. 
that many a hairless dog had furnished 
the cubes of meat necessary for chill con 
carne. 

By the way, pepper is not peculiar to 
chili con carne. 

“It is used lavishly in every dish con- 
cocted by the Mexicans. And this lavish 
use of pepper by the Mexicans is re- 
sponsible. for another story current in 
southwest Texas, That ts, that when a 
Mexican is killed and left on the plains 
birds of prey never disturb the corpse. 
The body has become so pungent from the 
excessive pepper that it is repugnant to 
the taste of the winged scavengers. I 
heard a ranchman say that a Mexican was 
killed on his ranch once and the corpse 
remained exposed for days, unputrefied 
and untouched by vultures. He says he 
saw a flock of yultures swoop down near 
the corpse and the leader take a peck. 
The bird quickly flew up. followed by its 
mates, They circled away, giving vent 
to cries which, the ranchman says, sound- 
ed like ‘no good, no good.“

Labor Committees of House To Hold 
Important Session Today. 
BOTH SIDES TO BE HEARD 


Typographical Union Requests Mem- 
bers To Support Bills, / 


ARGUMENT AGAINST MEASURE zue 


Labor Committee May Come to Con- 
clusion This Afternoon on Its 
Report to the House. 


Before the ommittee on labor and labor 
statistics of the house, the final argu- 
rents for and against the child labor 
bills will be presented this afternoon. 
The representatives of the cotton mills 
of the state, who are nearly all opposed to 
the passage of the measure, have been 
invited to be present, while the friends 
of the biil, who are equally numerous and 
enrnest in their position, will be on hand. 

At the last meeting of the committee 
e' idence against the passage of either the 
Houston or the Wright bills was taken 
end this afternoon, according to agrec- 
ment, both sides will be heard, 

In the following resolutions adopted by 
the Atlanta Typographical Union, No. 4, 
the representative of the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict in the senate afid the representa- 
tives of Fulton county in the house were 
requested to support the child labor 
tilis:

Opposed to Child Labor Bill. 

The following card to The Constitution 
from C. J. Haden, president of the Amea- 
town cotton mills, contains many of the 
arguments that are being brought to bear 
to defeat the child labor bill: 

Raditor Conatitution—The age limit was 
appended to the proposed labor bill as a 
moral prop, The naked truth ts that the 
number of children under ten years of 
age working in cotton or other factories 
are few. Certainly for every dozen such 
that could be found in Georgia there are 
a thousand at work on the farms. Al- 
most every very youag child in a apin- 
| ning mill is engaged in keeping up spin- 
| dies. This work is paid for in all mills 
| by the plece—that is, sd much per side of 


older spinners, and it being piece work, 
he generally pays equal rates for inferior 
spinning while it is done by young chil- 
dren. It is safe to say that no factory 
wants very young children and only uses 
them when scarce of older help or when 
the family, by reason of its poverty, 
needs the earnings of the younger mem- 
bers. 

Moreover, the employer's liability poll - 
cles, which are held by nearly all cotton 
mills, do not protect the mill against 
accident to small children. I think some 
of these policies fix ten, others twelve 
years, as the minimum age. Not only 
does the mill get infertor work, but it 
also incurs a greater hazard by employ- 
ing young children. That passion for div- 
idend (the spirit pointed to by advocates 
of the bill as the dragon of the system) | 
is in fact the very thing which, if strictly 
regarded, would drive all small children 
from the cotton mills. 

If children were more discreet in the 
selection of their parents, the bill might 
be enforced with less. hardship. Parents 
who are very poor are prone to having 
larger families than they can support. It 
often happens that the father js worth- 
less, sometimes the mother also, and fre- 
quently that one or both parents are 
dead. In many of these cases the chil- 
dren have no greater bulwark against 
want than orphaned pigs. Each little 
fellow must root for himself or suffer. 
The child labor bil] makes no provision 
for him; it simply says that the man 
who gives him work by which he can 
earn food and clothing is a criminal. 

Only a few days ago a family came to. 
the little mill of which I am president— 
father, mother and seven children—utter- 
ly destitute. They had left the mills 
some months before in a fairly comfort- 
able condition, but the father, who was 
rather old and something of a vagabond, 
had got in jail for peddling whisky. To 
get his ‘release, they pledged and lost 
every piece of their furniture, household 
and kitchen, trunks and all wearing ap- 
parel except that which they at the time 
wore. We bought for them clothing, 
furniture and cooking utensils and four 
of the children went to work in the mill. 
Two of these children were near the age 
limit fixed by this bill. With such a bill 
as a law this family could never have 
obtained the credit or repaid the debt. 

The mill proprietor, with a criminal 
statute over him, will employ no child 
who may appear doubtfully near the 
statutory limit, even if the child be really 
old enough. Having no pecuniary gain 
in it, he cannot afford to take such 
hazard. , 

Often the child prefers going into the 
mill; there he finds,warmth in winter and 
comradeship of others. It is more agree- 
able than playing in bleak yards hatless 
and barefooted in cold weather. How- 
ever advocates may reason to the con-

Mayors of South Carolina Cities To 
Meet. 

Columbia, 8. C., November 18.—(Special.) 
A conference of the mayors and corpora- 
tion counsels of the cities of Charleston. 
Columbia, Rock Hill, Florence and 
Gecrgetown will be held in Columbia in 
a few days and an agreement will be 
reached for testing he validity of the 
legislative act upon the proposed constitu- 
tronal amendment, allowing the cit.es to 
ircrease their bonded indebtedness.

Congressiona) Committee Passed 
Through Atlante Yesterday. 


STAYED HERE SHORT TIME 


Committee Will Begin Inspecting the 
Coosa River at Rome. 


MORE LOCKS WANTED FOR THE STREAM 


It Is Believed That the Construction 
of Twenty-seven More Locks 
Will Be Valuable. | 


Members of the congressional rivers and 
harbors committee passed through Atlan- 
ta yeaterday morning en route to Rome, 
Ga., where they will begin an inspection 
of the Coosa river, for the purpose of de- 
termining the advisabflity of building 
twenty-seven more locks on that stream, 
between Rome and the gulf, giving an 
open passage and greatly increasing the 
horse power for manufacturing purnsses.

Congressman John L. Burnett, of Ala- 
bama; W. P. Lay and R. L. Adams, of 
Gadsden, Ala., and Z. C. Patton and 
Newell Sanders, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
met the party in Rome and Will accom- 
pany the committee on its trip down the 
river. Chairman Burton and the other 
members of the committee will meet the 
party now in Rome at Gadsden today. 

The visitors were shown over Rome by 
Judge Maddox, R. D. Van Dyke, D. W. 
Curry, B. I. Hughes, J. H. Reynolds and 
others. 

The government boat, Leola, was wait- 
ing to carry the party down the river. 
Captain Judson and Major Andrews, the 
chief engineer and the assistant engineer 
respectively on the Coosa river work, are 
in charge of the boat and win accompany 
the committe to give all needed informa- 
tion. : 

It is estimated that it will require thir- 
ty-one locks to open the Coosa to the 
gulf. Four of these have been bullt and 
the purpose of the committee's visit is 
to investigate the practicability of build- 
ing the twenty-seven additional locks. 

The engineers estimate that these thir- 
ty-one locks will develop a horse power 
of 380,000 and that this will accomplish 
much in promoting manufacturing plants 
of all kinda. The committee will leave 
Rome at 9 o'clock this morning for Gads- 
den.

Mr. Jones visited the barracks Satur- 
day night. He drove his dark brown 
horse, the speedy stylish one, to his phae- 
ton, and left Bill, the driver, in charge 
while he sat in the barracks. and obtained 
an insight into the workings of the de-

church? 

To this it may be said that strife is 
totally foreign to the nature and spirit 
of the church, Strife means contention 
and wrangling, and these are rooted in 
enmity. M is opposed to harmony, peace 
and that upity of the spirit of God in the 
members and body of Christ. It seeks 
to abandon all effort of a holy nature, 
and to Weaken the members of Christ by 
causing them to atrive one with another, 
and to contend for the thinga of earth. 
te the lors, if poraible, of the things of 
heaven; and the members of Christ are 
continually exhurted to set thelr affec- 
tions on things «beve, and not on things 
on the earth. For the nature of the 
chureh is to be found in the nund of the 
Fyirit of Christ, and there atrife aud con- 
tention and envy is not found. 

Then if the nature of the church is de- 
termined by the apirit of Christ, as seen 
before, it should partake of “love, joy, 
peace, long suffering, gentleness, good- 
ness. faith, meekness, temperance,” But 
while these elements make up the invlel- 
ble, do they always form the nature of 
the visible church? It mattera not here 
for name or denomination, fer the mem- 
bers of Christ endeavor to seek the unity 
of the spitit in the bond of peace, They 
believe in “tone Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tiam, one God ard Father of all, who !s 
atcve all, and through all, and in you 
all.“ From these observations and refer- 
onces, it seems quite evident that strife 
is wholiy foreign to the nature and gpir- 
it of the members of Christ. And that 
from this fact members of the church 
cén never be too careful as to the spirit 
ir which they deal with their brethren in 
the Lord. : 

Because it should be the continual de- 
sire, and the united effort of each mem- 
ber of Cheist to produce ths fruits of 
the spirit. and tc meet and deal with 
every member of the church upon the 
high and noble ground cr prineiple ot 
} brotherhood in Christ Jesus and heira of 
the kingdom, irrespective of name or de- 
| nemination. | 

Another reason why this exhortation 
is relevant to the church is that strife and 
vaingiory are not only averse to the na- 
ture of Christ's kingdom, but actually 
compose the nature of the kingdom of 
Satan. Strife is given as one of the 
fruits of the flesh already mentioned 
with Wrath, hatred, variance, cmula- 
tions, seditions, envyings.“ and a number 
of others tha: grow blacker as cnumerat- 
ed until none but Satan or his imps can 
mention them without shame, and even 
remorse of thought, 

Therefore the members of Christ have 
neither part nor lot in these things tor 
the kingdom of Ratan, and the organized 
church should ever be watching lest tue 
eremy creep in unawares. It is this apir- 
it of anti-Christ that eets communities 
at variance, that rends the church asun- 
der, and destroys the peace and love and 
sympathy and happiness of many an in- 
dividual heart and home. 

And that, too, at the hands of members 
of the church, and supposedly members of 
Christ, who therefore claim to be striv- 
ing for the epread of her borders, the 
strengthening of her walls, and of bylld- 
ing up her people in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord. But strife is 
characteristic of the powers of darkness 
and the word itself bears out the mean- 
ing or thought of separation, and even 
‘the destruction of things of a good na-

ture, that tend to edify and atrengtien 


moral forces. 

The kingdom of Satan, you recall, had 
ita origin in the spirit of hatred and strife 
which culminated in rebellion against 
God. Of this the great Milton grandly 
says: “Th' infernal Serpent, he it was 
whose guile, stirred up with envy and re- 
venge, decaived the mother of mankind, 
what time his pride had cast him out of 
heaven, with all his host of rebel angels; 
by whose aid aspiring to set himselt in glo- 
ry bos his peers. He trusted to have 
equall'd the Most High, if he opposed; 
and with ambitiouz alm against the 
throne and monarchy of God, raised im- 
pious war in Heav'n, and battle proud 
with vain attempt. Him the Almighty 
Power hurled headlong flaming from th’ 
ethereal shy, with hideous ruin and com 
bustion, down to bottomless perdition 
there to dwell in adamantine chains and 


tent to arms.“ 

Again, let nothing be done through 
‘strife or vainglory by the members of 
the church, because vainglory is selfish, 
and this is a fruit of the flesh. It is that 
which sets up self as lord, whose will 
is law for others, and with whose words 
and works others must be satisfied, no 
matter how great the number. This self 
spirit.seldom finds anything done right 
by others; it attributes all good to itself, 
and, in quite a majority of instances, 
makes use of big I and little you. If 
self is pleased, self is right; if self is dis- 
pleased, somebody else is wrong, and 
there is nobody that knows how or has 
the ability to right the wrong except 
self. And it is with this idea of self 
aggrandisement and lordship that Satan 
gains so many followers. It is the spirit 
of the devil and the law of hell. 

It was this he offered to the Savior. 
He tempted Christ thus when he said: 
„Make bread of these stones; you are 
supreme and so dependent upon none, 
not even God Himself; why hunger 
longer!“ 

The devil offered Christ the glory and 
possession of the kingdoms of the world. 
“All this power will I give thee“ for a 
little act of wors 

It was to the spirit of self-sufficiency 
that the devil appealed when he ‘said: 
“Cast thyself down from hence,” the 
liquid deep will support you, and the 
air thou canst cause to sustain thee; thou 
art God. 

Thus it ia that Satan offers to enthrone 
self as lord in every heart, and tries 
to persuade every sinner to believe that 
he la master of all he surveys, hia will

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It can be used as a means of gelf-ex- 
amination to detect the real nature and 
desires of the heart. Yes, it is better yet. 
It is a looking glass Paul holds up be- 
fore the Philippians in which every one 
of them may see each feature and ex- 
pression of the soul reflected. And this 
mirror has hung there on the sacred page 
ever since for sinners to see themselves 
in as God sees them. 

Thus today let me hold it up before 
you, and not your neighbor alone, that 
you may see if there is any of this moral 
corruption remaining in your heart. Look 
closely, and when you go home take the 
divine mirror and examine closer still. 
“Let nothing be done through strife or 
vaingiory." “An ounce of prevention 18 
worth a pourd of cure.“ 

And it is wise in a church member to 
examine into his heart when he finds him- 
self beginning to complain, and grumble, 
and to lose faith in his brethren, or to 
charge up wrong doing to all of them. 

And yet there are numbers of men, and 
I know not a few, who, it seems, have 
lost all faith in mankind, and I judge 
malnly because they never had any faith 
in God, who created men. 

Every man in their eyes is a rogue, a 
Har, an extortloner, unjust, deceitful, cov- 
etous and oppresses the widow and the 
hireling in hia wages except them. 

Now to my mind that is about as miser- 
able a condition as is possible for a man 
to find himself in on earth. And there 
are very few such who have not allowed 
their heart to solidify as hard as adaman- 
tine stone, or steel their prejudices against 
all efforts of reason and God's word. 80 
that in this self-assumed and self-ele- 
vated position they hold themselves above 
the meanness and sins of others, and 
vainly attempt to breathe an atmosphere 
entirely of their own make, free from 
sinners., and free from the God who saves 
them that repent ana believe. 

You will find this class of people in 
and out of the church, but the one test 
fe true for them When and wherever 
found. Self is their throne, and self will 
is their supreme law. though it opposes 
God and the state—sad and pitiable con- 
dition, which can be relieved only by the 
infinite power. of God, exercised out of 
mere love and mercy. 

Now to avold strife and selfishness the 
apostle gives a very simple rule—a rule 
seldom practiced by any except Chris- 
tlans. He says: “In lowliness of mind 
let each esteem others better than them- 
gselves.“ That is, have always an hum- 
bling view of vourselves, for as you know 
more of your own secret defects, you will 
naturally be ‘ed to think more favorably 
of others. This is but giving others ered- 
it for «ome honor, virtue, ability and wis- 
dom, and not so much the exercise of 
big I and lttle you. It is only a due 
recognition of the fact “that in me, that 
is, in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing.” 

Petcr also rays: “Be subject one to an- 
other, and be clothed with humility, for 
God resisteth the proud and giveth grace 
to the humble. Humble yourselves there- 
fore under the mighty hand of God that 
He may exalt you in due time.“ 

And surely there is no better way ta 
gain a favorable opinlon of others, and 
especially of the Infinitely holy God, than 
by beginning to detect the faults and ig- 
ncorance and the excceding sinfulness of 
your own heart. For when, in the mirror 
of God's: word, vou are brought face to 
face with your soul and see it as God 
scea it, you will be constrained to say 
with Paul—though he was a Roman citl- 
zen and a Hebrew of the Hebrews— I am 
less than the least of ail the saints;” 
and even “the chief of sinners.” 

Then you will begin to lose your selt 
righteousness and to think that surely 
God has made, at least a*few, others 
better than vou are, when you may be

No, indeed; but every boy in one-fourth 
that time can be greater than a presi- 
dent in true service. Can the sewing gir! 
hope to do finally rich like the million- 
aire? Not that, but in useful, unselfish 
living to outweigh him before the latter 
has come, The dootdlack 


better to push the cause of their promo- 
tion, had sent their mother to our Lord 
to press it. But they were all in it. 
While James and John were the first to 
make known the wish, it was felt alike 
by all the others. If the ten got mad 
because the two were after primacy, they 
were not displeased because of the self- 
ishness of their colleagues, but for fear 
they would succced. All of them were 
on the make; every one for himself, 
rst, last and always! 

„The ambition of the brothers was 
unholy. The wish to be on the right and 
on the left hand of the Christ in His 
kingdom was not itself necessarily an 
evil aspiration. Jf their desire had been 
to better serve the King; to defend Him 
and anticipate His wants, then it would 
have been a worthy ambition. Love 
covets the place of danger and of ser- 
vice. But it was not the desire of ren- 
dering better service and of receiving 
harder blows for their Lord that made 
John and James ask for the places near- 
est to Him, and that made the ten mad 
because of being distanced by them. 
From circumference to center it was 
selfishness. They were after their own 
good, and with a self search that blinded 
them to others as well as to the Son of 
God, they pushed their own pre-emi- 
nence. Such motives were unworthy of 
these men, and would have corrupted 
their hearts and lives but for the expul- 
sive and counteracting power of Christ's 
life and teachings. 

„ wish above all things to be useful.’ 
So wrote a man of high repute and 
marked ability in the closing sentence 
of a letter to his friend. It was a noble 
sentiment. It expressed the highest pos- 
sible ambition. It was kingly aspiration. 
There was no discount on this wish, be- 
cause there was no alternative for. his 
ambition to prosecute and attain. There 
was a prodigious energy back of it; a 
business sense, that, if turned in the 
direction of gain, might have easily made 
him a commercial king and a great gold 
winner. He was also eloquent and brainy, 
and men far less gifted than he have 
reached eminence in state or church’ by 
the outlay of only a part of their power 
as the cost of promotion. Batiety and 
age had wrought in him no cynical ques- 
tlonings as to the actual worth of earthly 
life. He was young and untiring; and 
life, instead of being behind him, was 
this side of the meridian, and it drew 
him with its splendor and attraction. 
The all things possible to this manly 
fellow included many things for which 
true men strive to the uttermost. Never- 


shinee the shoes of men 
feed his invalid mother lives 
nearer the immortals and in closer 
kin to them than the self-seeking sena- 
tors. If the ‘motive of the toller who 
drudgea for his wife and children in over- 
alls in any way could whiten his ar- 
ments with the glory of his soul's really 
high life, he would be worthy to accom- 
pany the angel whose garments, radiant 
of heaven, lightened the earth as he de- 
scended. Oh, In the depths of unosten- 
tatlous toll, where the dominant motive 
is love of men; deep down in ooze for 
foundation laying and in mine, or around 
the forges where soot and grease dis- 
figure the countenance, greatest hearts 
are often beating. All self-seeking cor- 
rupts and comes to malediction! All 
self-denial te the end of time is a sacra- 
ment, whose bread and the wine are 
forever cénsecrated fo make such servant 
of men strong and imperial in character. 
“The last sentence in my friend's letter, 
confessing his dominant and only ambi- 
tion, is all that I now remember of much 
other things he declared. How like all 
else of life but its useful service! All 
else is going. Rut true service cannet be 
forgotten. It becomes part of the ser- 
vant, the texture and dignity of his na- 
ture, his better and only good self. The 
love that Mary poured upon the head 
and feet of Jesus is still in the air, per- 
fuming Juda and history. The angel 
that filler through the heavens with the 
gospel in his arms shakes its exquisite 
sweetness from his white raiment, and 
brings her unto enlarged and abiding 
remembrance. Work for self perishes! 
Work for not self, like God's word, 
abideth forever! Unselfishnesg and self, 
side by eide, are toiling in the flelds of 
ewift-fiying opportunities, and are going 
onward, the last to forgetfulness and 
dust, the firat to recognition and immor- 
tality. Out of battles compared with 
which Waterloo and Franklin were easy 
fighting, heroes, not chronicled as such 
on earth, but known above as such for- 
ever, are getting the praise and reward 
of the eternities. Many a little scant 
cabin, where woman tolls and suffera, is 
the birthplace of abiding glory and great- 
ness. Service makes kings and gets 
them crowned at the great convocation.

It is their supposed capacity for 
service that works man's exaltation; but 
it is their actual serving which clearly 
declares them kings and fit for crowning. 
He is greatest who does the biggest ser- 
vice for his fellow man, and only he is 
sure of call to thrones and coronation. It 
is great to lessen labor and enlarge hu- 
man happiness; but human want here is 
smatl compared with the vaster longing 
of man’s soul for things above; and to 
satisfy these is largest service and high- 
est greatness. It is no small measure of 
usefulness some have filled in bestowing 
upon the toiling masses steam and en- 
gines and machines whose hearts never 
tire of throbbing and whose hands never 
weaken in working out the daily tasks 
of the toller: but a far larger one is 
filled in helping sinners to finish the tasks 
of the soul. Great was the Georgian 
who brought anaesthetics to quivering 
nerves, but it was infinitely greater in 
the Galilean to relleve agony of heart. 
It was great in Demosthenes to stir a 
nation on to war with his Philippics; but 
vastly greater in Jesus to calm a war- 
ring world into peace with His sermon 
on the mount. He was the master of 
men not merely because He was divine, 
and by nature king. Beyond all doubt 
He was that; but had He been only the 
son ot Mary, His lite for others, wholly 
unselfish and world-wide in its benefi- 


men. And when at last His true services 
shall have been recognised; when it shall 
appear that He poured forth a miniatry 
of goodness into every life, no command 
from the throne will be needed to enforce 
the homage of all nations.

The psalmist enjoins us not 
to fret about the things of this life. It 
is unchristian. The germs of apiritual 
death lurk therein. 

“Yet we are not to imagine that we 
have no concern in the world around us. 
There should be a heart wall for the 
worid in its darkness, and our duty to 
to do all for its rescue is clear. God, 
however, gwes us assurance that it is 
His work, and that it cannot suffer de. 
feat. We should rest upon Him the 
onus of che burden, doing the work He 
gives us. To see one who believe not 
on God prosper apparentiy should not 
stumble us. Prosperity alone is not a sig- 
nal ot God's biessing. When grie/ and 
troubles enter the home it is no sign that 
God ia not there. | 

“Fretting in this life wears it out, rota 
it, eats it up. Faith in God prevents fret. 
The heart that leans upon God knows 
no fear, dreads no portent of evil, and is 
secure in ita restfulnesa upon the Great 
Lord. As much harm as fretting does, 
envy does more. Ahab could not » 
for his envy of the vineyard of Naboth. 
the Jezreeljte, nor could he be satisfied 
until Jesebel, by her wicked plot, secured 
it for him.

“First, notice the aphere of this first.

e devil attacked Christ there first. In 

iis realm he assaulted and overcame the 
first Adam, so he chooses this point first 
in the last Adam. 

‘The time of attack was well planned-- 
the most opportune of all others, at the 
end of a long fast, when every muscle.

“Second, notice the qualities of this 
temptation.

Man has hands, mouth, digestive 
apparatus, for the apprehension, recep- 
tion ard assimiation of the materia 
b: ead, so he has the senses, the imagina- 
tion, the memory, the reason, for the ap-

rowledge—intellectual food. ut man 
can't Hve on a part of God's truth, but 
by every word of God. It takes all truth 
that comes from God to feed a man for, 
again, man has a moral nature and spir- 
Itual existence that must 
bread in nature is the food 
and God's laws in creation is the food for 
the intellect, so God, himself. in the per- 
son of Christ is the food for the s#pirit- 
val man. As man has members and fac- 
ultles inherent in the other parts of his 
being to gather food for himself, ao he 
has faith, affection, and will in his spir- 
itval nature by which he comes to God 
through Christ and feeds on him.

The “old time” republicana, or regulars, 
as they stil) eall themselves, although 
they are ho longer “rewulars,”’ are as 
happy over defeat 
givomy. They cannot conceal their de- 
ht, try hard as they may, Captain 
Wimberly. collector of customs of New 
Orleans and leader the regulars—he 
has been chairman of the republican dele- 
Kation to the national convention—opened 
several boxes of cigars the morning after 
the clection and could not suppress his 
smiles. He has been explaining in the 
papers ever since that the reporters mis- 
understood him and that he did not ex- 
hibit much joy over the defeat of the 
party in the state, but be has succeeded in 


/ convincing no one and cannot look sad 
| if he wanrtod to. 


The result of all this is the announce- 
ment from Washington made through 
ex-Governor Kellogg that the president 
has lost all faith in the nationals and 
the Wimberley wing, or 
“old timers,“ in the federal offices for the 
next four years. 

It is under these adverse circumstances 
that General Cosgrove seeks to explain 
why the republican party did so poorly 
in Louisiana, so much below not only its 
own expectations, but below those of the 
democrats, and to get some comfort from 
uncomfortable figures. 


These, 
thinks,’ will form the nucleus of a 
very strong party in the future. The 
prejudice against the name “republican” 
still exists in Louisiana and it is difficult 
to overcome. Still 18,000 native whites 
Summoned up enough courage to do so. 
They have broken the ice; and now that 
it fs broken others will plunge in. Half 
the white vote of the state, 6,000, was not 
polled. The unpolled vote represents, 
General Cosgrove claims, those who are 
dissatisfied with the democracy, but who 
hesitate because of the memories of re- 
construction days to call themselves re- 
publicans. It is an element to be worked 
on and from whom we expect many con- 
Veris to the republican cause.

The republicans in Louisiana’ were 
greatly handicapped by the, fact that they 
were out of accord with nearly all the 
principals of the republican party. They 
are the strongest anti-expansionists in the 
country, realizing as they do that the an- 
nexation of the Philippines means serious 
injury to Louisiana's sugar interests; and 
Mr. Heaslip, who led the fight for con- 
gress in the second district and whose 
election was counted on with the greatest 
confidence, publicly announced that if 
elected he would vote for any measure 
that would rid us of the Philippines. On

of a million or more. 

But if the republicans have troubles, 20 
have the democrata. The reorganization 
idea is popular here, and the leaders are 
almost unanimous in favor gf it, but do 
not see how to go about it. It is an 
open secret that the men who control the 
democratic organization in Louisiana are 
against Mr. Bryan and nearly all that 
he represents, but they are afraid of the 
rank and file of the party. Of the fhree 
New Orleans papers, two, The Picayune 
and The States, have declared for re- 
organization and for dropping the Bry- 
an issues, The States represents the 
politicians and is supposed to speak for 
the organized democracy. It has the 
city printing, and is interested in the 
state printing. Mayor Cassdeville, who 
may be regarded as head of the local de- 
mocracy, was a Palmer and Buckner 
elector in 1896. The late Governor Foster, 
who has had himself elected to the United 
States senate, and the newly elected gov- 
ernor, Heard, are both gold democrats. 
They will stick to the party but they 
would like to see Mr. Bryan dropped; 
and the same is true of at least four of 
the demoeratſe congressmen. The 
chairman of the democratic. state cen- 
tral committee is also for gold and anti- 
Bryan. It will be seen from this that 
the party is for reorganization, at least 
as far as the leaders are concerned, but 


it is thought that the democratic voters 


are for Bryan, and the leaders naturally 
hesitate about reorganizing. They hesi- 
tate all the more because they 
know that the minority democrat- 
ic faction—for the factional lines 
under the party are strongly drawn in 
Loulsiana—are only waiting for a mis- 
play on their part regain control of 
the party organization and machinery.

He had served only four months, and, 
of course, had not got back a fraction 
of the money he expended to get the 
shrievalty. Hie leaves his house mort- 
gaged and no other property, for politics 
are expenaive in New Orleans, and Klock 
was a very generous man. Has the fam- 
lly any interest in the office? It is a 
lucrative one, and there was a «general 
dash for it on the part of the politicians, 
even before Klock's body was cold; 
most of the poltticlans have withdrawn

cious cases of fever in Puerto Lunon, 
Costa Rica—declared by the United States 
marine hospital Service not to be yellow 
fever. Whereupon the Louisiana board 
quarantined, not Costa Rica alone, but 
Nicaragua, Honduras and Guatemala, 
where no yellow fever has been known 
in a generation. This is about equivalent 
to quarantining Savannah because of a 
— case of bubonic plague in Mon- 
real. 

It is popularly believed that the quar- 
antine was largely for effect, and to 
prove how very careful Louisiana is 
Kuarding the Mississippi valley from 
disease, The quarantine kept several hun- 
dred Americans exiled in Central Amer- 
len. for they could not get back here. 
Now that it has been removed they are 
pouring in, and New Orleans is filled 
with Latin Americans, or American citl- 
zens living or prospecting in the tropics, 
all of whom speak in the most enthusias- 
tie terms of the great development under 
way there, through American influence 
and capital.

The business activity has solved all la- 

bor problems most satisfactorily and 


there is now work for all, and more work 


than workers. The Galveston storm and 
the repairs needed there have proved a. 
great relief to New Orleans in getting rid 
of the excess of negroes that had collect- 
ed here as a cansequence of the great 
public works undertaken, Nearly all the 
labor employed in Galveston has come 
from New Orleans, and most of it has 
been colored. This has had a marked 
effect on the labor situation and has given 
employment to thousands of white men 
who were formerly idle. Up to this fail 
negro labor was discriminated in favor 
of by the contractors and steamship 
agents on the ground that the negroes 
were more easily controlled, less likely 
to strike and worked at lower Wages. It 
became necessary for Mayor Cassdeville 
not long ago to call up these contractors 
and agents and warned them that there 
should be no discrimination against white 
workingmen. The result Was a compro- 
mise by which it was agreed by the large 
employers of labor to divide the work 
between the races, employing the same 
number of whites and negroes. This has 
brought about a marked change in labor 
conditions and whereas a few months 
ago over 90 per cent of the men employed 
on the drainage and railroad work or 
loading vessels on the levee were negroes, 
the whites are in a majority today. The 
movement in favor of substituting white 
for ‘negro labor ia so popular that even 
the steamboats have dropped into line 
and for the firat time in the history of 
river navigation are employing white 
roustabouts, mainly Itallans, Tue cap- 
tains are well satiafied with the change 
and have only one objection to ralse— 
that the Italiana eat bananas instead of 
pork. They cannot be brought to believe 
that men van handle cotton bales em- 
clently on a frult diet. 


The turn of the tide has brought the 
Italian again into favor, whereas a few 
years ago there was nothing too mean to 
say against him, and the Mafia vendetta 
and stilleto have declared to be synony- 
mous with Italian, even the word dago,“ 
which is of New Orleans origin, has gone 
out of fashion and has practically driven 
him out of the sugar district.
